MADISON', Wis., Sept. 17.— Con­ 
trol of the republican platform con­ 
vention was entirely lost by E. L. 
Philipp. 
gubernatorial 
nominee, 
with the result 
that the platform 
and the new state central committee 
are both progressive. 
After twenty-four hours work the 
convention adopted a platform that 
hear? no resemblance to the one upon 
which Mr. Philipp made 
bis 
cam­ 
paign for governor and which had 
been adopted by an alleged conven­ 
tion held in Madison several months 
ago, 
The platform indorses a great deal 
of progressive legislation enacted in 
Wisconsin during the recent years, 
but while it does not urge much in 
the way of backward steps, it con­ 
tains 'pry little in the way of con­ 
structive 
legislation, 
little of for­ 
ward looking character. 
Philipp Tells Views 
Most of the planks were adopted 
by unanimous votes but not until Mr. 
Philipp had appeared In person and 
reiterated his allegiance to the prin­ 
ciples embodied in the platform upon 
which he made his campaign. 
While Mr. Philipp does not bolt 
tbp platform he enunciates princi­ 
ples which he will work for in addi­ 
tion to those embodied in the docu­ 
ment adopted yesterday. 
The work of Senator La Follette 
and all other Wisconsin men in con­ 
gress was endorsed. 
The platform making was a great 
surprise and the stand taken by many 
men who had been expected to stand 
by Philipp through thick and thin 
*as equally so. 
William M. Bray, 
Oshkosh, and E. T. Fairchild. Mil­ 
waukee, took a much more progres­ 
sive attitude than did Mr. Philipp 
on any of the questions. 
Mr Philipps’ statement to the con­ 
vention embodying his stand on pri­ 
mary election and other questions, 
follow s: 
“As a member of your committee 
on resolutions I voted for the plat­ 
form that is submitted to you by your 
chairman 
The platform, however, 
does not cover all of the subjects 
that I wished to submit to you. 
In 
my primary campaign 
I 
urged a 
change in our election 
law' 
that 
w'oulrj restore party conventions. I 
still adhere to the provision of the 
Platform 
of 
the convention that 
nominated me on June 23. 
In my primary campaign I urged 
the people of the state to vote against 
the constitutional amendments The 
Plank in my primary platform declar­ 
ed against the initiative, referendum 
and recall and the amendments af­ 
fecting 
the 
insurance department 
*hich, if adopted, will permit the 
state of Wisconsin to engage in the 
insurance business and permit that 
department to involve the state in 
debt. 
I offered my platform upon these 
huestions to your committee, which 
rejected them. 
My attitude upon 
those questions has been in no wise 
changed and I shall 
continue! 
my 
campaign against the adoption of 
fhese amendments. I approve of the 
°ne which recognizes the right of 
fhe people to home rule in matters 
ftf local coucern and I pledge myself 
to urge its adoption.’* 


PETROGRAD, Sept. 17.— That the 
Germans will not attempt an invas­ 
ion of Russia in force, although they 
probably will seek th© occupation of 
parts of Russian Poland to protect 
their own frontier, is the opinion 
of military officials here. 
Official advices from the front in­ 
dicate that the Germans are with­ 
drawing part of their first line of 
troops rushed into east Prussia 
a 
fortnight ago, and starting 
them 
west, presumably to aid in France. 
Half a dozen active army corps are 
reported now in transfer and their 
places are being taken by troops of 
the second line. 
Country a Bog 
It has rained very heavily along 
the frontier for se Vera r days a n i 
the country in the north generally 
has been transformed into a bog. 
Because of this fact n is believed 
Germany will depend on her second 
line troops to oppose the Russians 
while she will throw her entire first 
line army against 
the 
allies 
in 
France. 
Oficials here declare the attempt 
must tail. 
The German general staff 
they say, made a fatal error in with­ 
drawing more than 300,000 men to 
send to East Prussia and to 
aid 
Austria. 
It was in the hope that th*» 
Germans would do this, it is stated, 
that the Russian movement in east 
Prussia was attempted before the 
Russian army was completely mobi­ 
lized. 
The ruse worked 
As a result. 
when the attempt to 
crush 
the 
French with the forces available was 
made, the battle of the Marne fol­ 
lowed* and the Germans were de­ 
cisively defeated. 
Not only did the Germans with­ 
draw their own troops hut thev per­ 
mitted the transfer of the Austrian 
fourteenth army corps, 
the 
cra^k 
troops of the Austrian army, from 
upper Alsace, to Galicia, where 
it 
has been overwhelmed. 
Will Stand at Cracow. 
The war office has received infor­ 
mation that the Austrians are con­ 
centrating at Cracow and that they 
will have the assistance there of Ger­ 
man forces. 
It is stated, however, 
that no opportunity is to be given 
the Austrians to retire in order from 
the San river 
The Russians are planning a gen­ 
eral attack on the flanks of the re­ 
treating Austrian armies. 
Prisoners 
who have discussed the defeat of 
the Austrian forces declare it was 
chiefly due to the number 
of 
un­ 
trained troops amalgamated in the 
active armies. 
In order to permit 
a defense along the. Galician frontier 
the Austrian forces rushed troops 
from the mobilization centers. 
In­ 
cluded were thousands of raw levies. 
The government plans to make all 
the prisoners work. 
They will be 
distributed throughout 
the e m p i r e 
and will be used in building rail­ 
roads. 
draining 
and 
reclaiming 
swamps and on public work w'here 
they will not come into competition 
with Russian labor.

Since both conventions have been 
held and their platforms promulgat­ 
ed, the sentiment for an independent 
ticket is more pronounced in some 
quarters. 
Heretofore the sentiment for an 
independent ticket has been confin­ 
ed largely to the opponents of Mr. 
Philipp in the republican party. The 
refusal of the democratic convention 
however, to endorse the 
initiative 
and referendum idea has created a 
protest among leading Wilson men 
who favor this change, and many 
are outspoken in their belief that an 
independent candidate for governor 
would have strong support in the 
democratic ranks. 
The appearance 
of James J. Blaine of Boscobel at 
Madison during convention 
week, 
wearing a La Follette button, had 
revived the movement for La Fol­ 
lette to return and 
announce his 
candidacy for governor. Both friends 
of the senator in republican 
and 
democratic ranks, it ie claimed, ap­ 
pear to favor this project. 
The statement also is made that 
should La Follette decline to run, 
it is probable that Blaine might be 
induced to enter the field. 
Hie al­ 
legiance to Senator La Follette in 
campaigns in the past and his ac­ 
tivity in behalf of Woodrow^ Wiolson 
in the presidential 
campaign 
two 
years ago makes him an acceptable 
choice for both parties, in the opin­ 
ion of the sponsors of the move­ 
ment. 
It is intimated that one of 
the 
reasons why the resolutions commit­ 
tee did not incorporate into 
the 
platform a special plank endorsing 
Senator La Follette, as was done in 
several republican platforms in the 
past, was because some of the more 
conservative delegates 
feared 
he 
might become an Independent can­ 
didate for governor. 
He was en­ 
dorsed with others in congress. Cer­ 
tain it Is that La Follette’s friends 
could have forced an endorsement of 
the senator in the resolution com­ 
mittee. 
Members of the committee 
informally discussed such an amend­ 
ment of the senior senator. 
With 
the exception of five or six mem­ 
bers. the sentiment expressed fav­ 
ored the plan, although no vote was 
taken. 
Governor McGovern, present 
as an invited guest, was opposed to 
the move. 
He said that the plat­

ANTWERP, Sept. 17.— The Ger­ 
mans are withdrawing 
their 
main 
♦orces and sending them into France 
in enormous numbers. But there are 
no signs that they contemplate the 
genera! evacuation of Belgium as 
those withdrawn are immediately re­ 
placed by troops of the second line 
and the naval reserve. A continu­ 
ous stream 
of 
trains 
is

through A iv La Chappell carrying 
fresh troops to the scene of battle in 
the south. 
Only the western lines through the 
center of Belgium are held by the 
Germans. The towns to the eastward, 
notably Liege, have been denuded 
of their garrisons. 
These preparations lent interest 
to the reported landing of strong 
reinforcements for the allies on the 
seacoast. 
King Albert, accompanied by offi­ 
cials of the Belgian general staff, 
has completed a tour of the Belgian 
front in his automobile. 
It is believed another raid against 
the (herman lines is contemplated. 
The situation in Brussels Is caus­ 
ing anxiety. The new garrison is said 
to he showing evidences of brutality 
in the treatment of citizens. Fears 
arp seriously entertained here that 
something will occur which will re­ 
sult in drastic German reprisals.

David Jones and several other res­ 
idents of La Crosse treet. have lost 
their fight for continuous street car 
service on the cemetery line beyond 
the cemetery.

operate its cars on the

street line for only five months in 
the year, namely during May, June, 
July, August and September. 
A previous order of the commis­ 
sion provided that the utility fur­ 
nish regular service during the en­ 
tire year. 
The commission's order 
at that time was featured by the sar­ 
castic comment on a city which per­ 
mitted utilities to operate cars when 
and where they please. 
Attorney George H. Gordon secur­ 
ed the re-opening of the case al­ 
leging. among other things, that the 
commission based its former order 
on the contractual relation between 
the city and the car company which 
subsequent investigation had shown 
to he erroneous. 
In 1901 an ordinance passed the 
council giving the street car com­ 
pany permission 
to 
operate on La 
Crosse street from the cemetery on. 
This was at the request of several 
members of the La Crosse Country 
club and, contended tho company, 
the service was meant for the bene­ 
fit of golfers during the season. 
The commission contends that had 
the company at that time known that 
the rate law would later give the 
commission power to dictate the ser­ 
vice the company, in all probability 
wcruld not have built the extension. 
The commission holds that the ser­ 
vice must he on the same schedule 
as In other sections of the city but 
that the amount of traffic during 
winter months would not make the 
line remunerative. 


RESERVES AT BRUSSELS

At all other points 
on the line it is stated the forces 
of the 
allies 
are 
holding 
fast, 
although it is admitted that the Ger­ 
mans have now been heavily rein­ 
forced and are 
making a determ­ 
ined stand. 
Not Over Confident 
There is no attempt to minimize 
the strength of the Germans or to 
believe that the war Is now' going to 
constitute a series of successes 
for 
the allies. 
French Spirit Good 
The individual spirit of the French 
troops is far better than anyone ex­ 
pected. 
They failed to show much 
on the retreat on Paris and forced 
the English regulars to do the brunt 
of the fighting in covering the re­ 
treat. 
But now that they have as­ 
sumed the offensive they are cover­ 
ing themselves with glory. 
And, if 
the Germans sprung a surprise with 
their enormous siege guns which de­ 
molished the Liege and Namur for­ 
tifications, the French have met them 
more than half w'ay with their sev­ 
enty-five mlllmeter artillery. 
They 
have consistently smashed the Ger* 
man heavy field artillery. 
Reports 
from the battle now in progress in­ 
dicate that these (guns are being 
used with deadly effect. 
Reinforce German Right 
PARIS, 
Sept. 
17.— While 
the 
French center Is driving the German 
main armies of the Duke of Wurtem- 
berg and the crown prince Frederick 
Wilhelm on the Meuse river lines, 
the German right wing, now made 
up of the armies of Generals Von 
Kluck and Von Buelow, has been 
very heavily reinforced and is en­ 
deavoring to resume the offensive.
